Dreier Joins HR 
14 Supports 
Before Ways & 

Means

Rep. David Dreier and two leading Democrat spon¬ 
sors of HR 14, The Capital Gains Reduction Act of 
1997, testified today before the House Ways & Means 
Committee during their hearing on the tax proposals 
included in President Clinton’s Fiscal Year 1998 bud¬ 
get proposal. Dreier, Rep. Karen McCarthy (D-Missou- 
ri) and Rep. Peter Deutsch (D-Florida) each called on 
the committee to enact a bipartisan, broadbased capital 
gains tax reduction rather than the very narrow capital 
gains reduction included in the President’s budget. 

“A Broad capital gains tax reduction is the best way 
to address our three top economic concerns — balanc¬ 
ing the budget, increasing economic growth and raising 
the wages of working Americans,” said Dreier. ‘There 
is growing bipartisan support for finding room in a bal¬ 
anced budget agreement for this critical tax reform.” 

HR 14, the Capital Gains Tax Reduction Act of 1997, 
cuts the maximum capital gains tax rate for individuals 
to 14 percent, the first-tier rate to 7.5 percent, and be¬ 
gins indexing the value of assets held at least 3 years. 
Dreier has been joined by a bipartisan group of 93 Mem¬ 
bers of Congress in support of the bill. 

In response to a question from the Ranking Democrat 
on the Ways & Means Committee, Rep. Charlie Rangel 
(D-New York), asking how a capital gains tax cut can be 
paid for, Dreier said, “If, as the President says, there is 
room in a balanced budget for $100 billion in tax cuts, 
7 we should include a capital gains cut like HR 14, which 
will account for less than half of the SlOO billion tax cut.”

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American Cancer Society 
Daffodil Days

Survival is a hope that 
springs eternal for cancer 
patients. That’s the idea 
behind the American Can¬ 
cer Society’s annual fund¬ 
raiser Daffodil Days held 
on March 17. But it’s also 
a notion that Glendora 
resident Pat Gowder lives 
with every day. Five years 
ago, the 61 year old Gow¬ 
der began a harrowing 
journey when she was di¬ 
agnosed with breast can¬ 
cer. 

“1 was scared to death 
and very confused,” says 
Gowder, the senior care 
coordinator for the 60 Plus 
Health Connection at 
Methodist Hospital in Ar¬ 
cadia. “1 was in shock for 
a while. I didn’t think I 
was at high risk for cancer 
except for being over 50. I 
didn’t smoke or drink and 
it didn’t run in my family. 
But even though I was 
scared, I did what I had to 
do. You’ve got to be up 
front with your doctors 
and take control of your 
care. You need to stay 
positive more than any¬ 
thing. You’ve got to take 
control of your life at a 
time when it seems your 


life is out of control.” 

Gowder is cancer free 
five years after undergoing 
treatment that included a 
modified radical mastec¬ 
tomy — with 16 or 17 
lymph nodes involved — 
and chemotherapy at 
Methodist Hospital and 
high dose chemotherapy at 
the City of Hope Hospital. 
She credits her doctors at 
Methodist Hospital, in¬ 
cluding oncologist Ben¬ 
jamin Stafford, MD and 
surgeon Albert Peters, 
MD, for her recovery. 
“They have a great team 
here. They really helped 
me through a tough tirrie. 
They provided me j^th 
additional resources and 
kept me thinking positive 
and looking ahead.” 

Gowder uses her expe¬ 
rience to help other cancer 
patients at Methodist Hos¬ 
pital. “It kind of started as 
a word of mouth thing. If 
people think I can benefit 
a cancer patient, they give 
them my name. I come in 
and tell them about what I 
went through. I remember 
how scared and confused I 
was. Hearing it from an¬ 
other person can make a 
big difference. I encour¬ 
age them to stay positive 
and try to have them focus 


on what is really impor¬ 
tant. I tell them to have 
goals. I remember my 
short-term goal was to stay 
alive for my son’s wed¬ 
ding. Since then. I’ve seen 
two of my children mar¬ 
ried and three grandchil¬ 
dren bom. I value my life 
more now. My family has 
played a big part in that.” 

Gowder says not every¬ 
one has been appreciative 
for her help. “Recently, I 
was consoling a father 
who had lost his daughter 
to cancer. He was angry 
with me because I sur¬ 
vived. That happens 
sometimes. But I think I 
helped him in some way. 
Each person is different. I 
understood what he was 
going through.” 

Gowder encourages pa¬ 
tients to play an active role 
in their treatment. “During 
the initial shock, you can 
forget a lot of things. Ask 
a lot of questions, take a 
tape recorder if necessary, 
and seek out second opin¬ 
ions. You’ll be scared but 
get as much information 
about your condition as 
you can. Get on the Inter¬ 
net if you can. It’s a good 
source for information and 
to communicate with oth¬ 
ers who have had cancer. 


We also have an excellent 
cancer resource center at 
the hospital that also has 
the latest information on 
various types of cancer,” 
she says. 

Another key resource 
for cancer patients is the 
American Cancer Society, 
says Gowder. “They pro¬ 
vided me with a lot of good 
information when I really 
needed it. They were al¬ 
ways there for me. That’s 
what make Daffodil Days 
so important. I remember 
how good I felt when 
someone sent me a Daffo¬ 
dil Days gift. I want to 
help the American Cancer 
Society anyway I can.” 

Cancer has changed her 
life, but not all for the 
worse says Gowder. “I 
wouldn’t want to go 
through it again, and I’m 
confident I won’t. But it 
changed my whole per¬ 
spective in a positive way. 
I’m just glad I’m still here 
to help others and to be 
with my family,” she says.

Chief Johnson was not injured in the attack, and he 
helped put two bad guys in jail.

The Light Of The World 

So much of what we hold precious belongs to the 
light. A candle in the window. Sunsets and rainbows. 
The way light defines the face of someone we love. And 
so much of what we fear - dark streets, nightmares, lone- 
liness-belongs to the world of shadows. We’ve all heard 
someone say, “I’d rather die than lose my sight.” Per¬ 
haps the prospect of blindness frightens us so because 
it reminds us of death, the ultimate loss of the gift of light. 
That’s why the Gospel story of the man bom blind is so 
dramatic, so moving. A man bom blind is touched by 
the Light of the World - and sees. Hearing this story is 
like watching the last act of “The Miracle Worker,” when 
the young Helen Keller begins, through love, to “see” 
with her hands. There’s the same feeling of incredible 
liberation, of a trap being spmng. 

Hearing the story we rejoice, because even our see¬ 
ing selves know what it is to be blind. We know what it 
is to take light for granted to be indifferent tot he thou¬ 
sand simple joys our eyes rest one each day. We know 
the bigger blindnesses, too; The myopia of the Phari¬ 
sees, who see the law only as words on a page, and the 
myopia of our own times, which sees only the dark side 
of things. We know what it’s like to use our eyes not as 
instruments of the light, but as tools of judgement, look¬ 
ing no further than skin color or age or sex or social class. 

We want to see clearly. That’s partly what Lent 
means for us—a time to get our eyes checked, to bring 
ourselves before the Lord in all our blindness and to beg, 
“Let me see!” It’s not easy. We still carry so much 
darkness with us, into the light. There are things about 
ourselves we’re not ready to look at. But we know that 
just a little light can drive a roomful of darkness. And 
if we can bring ourselves to see, and to be seen, all our 
darkness will be driven out by God’s light. 

We hear much talk, during Lent, about conversion. 
Maybe, in its simplest form, the kind of conversion we’re 
called to is an opening of our eyes—as the ground opens 
to give birth to daffodils, as new green leaves open to 
the light, as arms open to welcome us home. Opening 
out eyes, we see ourselves more clearly, maybe even 
learn to love ourselves a little better. We see eachoth- 
er—and we see, in each other, the God who is Light. 
Every time this kind of conversion happens, another 
miracle is worked, another trap springs. We are moved 
to sing, in the words of the old American spiritual, “I 
once was lost, but now I am found. Was blind, but now 
I see!” (from the Good Word).
